Washington, (EFE).- La Re- 
serva Federal de EE.UU. redujo el 
miércoles en un cuarto de punto los 
tipos de interés y dejo la tasa in- 
terbancaria en un | por ciento, su 
nivel más bajo desde 1958, en un 
intento por reactivar la economía 
y evitar una posible deflación. 

Tras dos días de delibe- 
raciones, el Comité de Mercado 
Abierto del banco central estadou- 
nidense aprobó además una rebaja 
del 2,25 al 2 por ciento en la tasa 
de descuento que cobra a los 
bancos comerciales. 

Esta ha sido la decimotercera 
flexibilización de la política mo- 
netaria de EE.UU. en dos años y 
medio, y llevará el tipo de interés 
que los bancos se cobran entre sí 
por préstamos a corto plazo a su 
nivel más bajo desde agosto de 
1958, hace casi 45 años. 

Los acomodos sucesivos de la 
política monetaria son intentos de 
la Reserva Federal de que se man- 
tenga y robustezca el gasto de los 
consumidores, que equivale al 70 
por ciento del producto interior 
bruto de EE.UU. 

En todo 2002 la economía es- 
tadounidense creció un 2.4 por 
ciento, pero en el primer trimestre 
de este año tuvo un crecimiento del 
1,9 por ciento. 

Además, el índice de desem- 
pleo llegó en mayo al 6,1 por ciento 
de la fuerza laboral, y siguen 
siendo débiles tanto la demanda de 
bienes duraderos como la inversión 
empresarial. 

Con la medida aprobada el 
miércoles por la Reserva Federal 
se espera que el tipo de interés pre- 
ferencial, la referencia para mu- 
chos préstamos a los consumidores 
y pequeñas empresas, baje del 4,25 
al 4 por ciento, el nivel más bajo 
desde mayo de 1959. 

Pero la mayoría de los ana- 
listas cree que esta nueva reducción 
de los tipos de interés, que se 
esperaba desde hace ya un mes, ya 
está, por lo tanto, incorporada a los 
costos de financiación de hipo- 
tecas, ventas de automóviles y tar- 
jetas de crédito.

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City government 
puts its own spin 
on budget mess

The city government of San Jose pro- 
duces and mails (at tax-payer expense) a sea- 
sonal publication called “Inside San Jose.” 
The cover of the spring/summer issue, re- 
cently mailed to most San Jose households 
and available at all branch libraries, offers 
the headline, “San Jose Balances The Bud- 


get.” 


The government brochure is filled with 
misrepresentations and omissions about the 
city’s budget problem. The publication is in 


a word, propaganda. 


On page four of “Inside San Jose” we 


read, *...The city has managed its finances 


conservatively by judicious trimming, setting 


aside reserves, and freezing hiring...” The 
truth is, the city budget has exploded over 
the past four years. From July 1999 to July 
2003, the City’s general fund budget grew 
by nearly 25 percent. ($668.2 million to 
$833.5 million). In one year alone (July 2001 
to 2002) the budget grew by $100 million! 
In November 2001, the City of San Jose 
finance department reported that 462 new 
employees had been added to the city’s rolls 
since 1999, During the same time frame, and 


additional 68,129 sq ft of office space was je 
leased by the city. In three short years, there 
was a nearly 30 percent increase in the 
amount of commercial real estate leased by 
the city, translating to an extremely gener- 
ous 147 sq ft per added employee! (Source:

Washington, (EFE).- Las 
principales organizaciones hisp- 
anas de EE.UU. aplaudieron con 
entusiasmo el fallo de la Corte Su- 
prema de Justicia. que respaldó el 
lunes la acción afirmativa en las 
universidades públicas del país. 

En una decisión dividida (5 a 
4), el tribunal dictaminó que se 
pueden utilizar preferencias ra- 
ciales, de forma limitada, para fo- 
mentar la diversidad ep la edu- 
cación superior, una meta de “in- 
terés apremiante” para el país. 

Este fallo es uno de los más 
importantes en las últimas décadas 
y su impacto es nacional, ya que 
no solo establece la pauta para la 
acción afirmativa en las univer- 
sidades, si no que también influye 
en las prácticas del mercado laboral 
y las agencias oficiales. 

Más de 300 entidades. el ma- 
yor número en la historia en un 
caso supremo, entregaron opinio- 
nes legales a los magistrados en 
favor de la acción afirmativa.

Para protegerse del sol es 
prudente usar gafas, un sombrero, 
y evitar los llamados “baños de 
sol”. Si necesita estar bajo el sol, 
ya sea por su trabajo o por otra clase 
de actividad, se recomienda siem- 
pre usar un bloqueador o protector 
solar cuyo factor de protección so- 
lar (SPF - Sun Protection Factor) 
sea al menos de 15. 

Los protectores solares actúan 
absorbiendo, reflejando o disper- 
sando la luz solar sobre la piel. Se 
pueden encontrar en diferentes 
presentaciones en el mercado, y 
todos llevan el número o factor de 
protección solar visible. Mientras 
más alto sea este número, más 
protección recibirás. 

Más del 90% de los casos de 
cáncer de piel ocurren en pieles que 
han sido expuestas regularmente al 
sol. La cara, el cuello, las orejas, el 
antebrazo y las manos son los 
lugares del cuerpo en los cuales se 
presentan más casos.

Strong Euro Strikes Fear, 
Not Elation, in Europe 

You might think Europeans 
would be elated about the recent, 
sudden rise of the euro in relation 
to the U.S. dollar, but they're more 
worried than anything else. 


According to European media 
analysts, European exporters, who 
are being punished by the sudden 
appreciation of their currency, are 
particularly concerned about the 
loss of competitiveness of their 
merchandise. Their fears eased 
only a little when the greenback 
marked a slight recovery against 
the euro earlier this month. Going 
from a historic high of $1.19 to an 
exchange rate of $1.17, the euro's 
triumphal march was mitigated by 
the expectation that the European 
central bank is getting ready to 
lower prime interest rates. 

A strong euro doesn't help 
euro-zone countries currently 
mired in a recessive economic pat- 
tern and counting on exports to help 
their ailing economies. Since the 
U.S. dollar remains the currency of 
reference in international markets, 
as well as the currency used for 


most payment notes for interna- 
tional transactions, European prod- 
ucts purchased by non-European 
countries are bound to cost notice- 
ably more than they did in the past. 
Europe exports 10 percent of its 
good to the United States, and a 
stronger euro means that these 
products will cost more, making 
American consumers less likely to 
buy them. 

A decrease in sales in the 
American market could spark mass 
layoffs in Europe. For countries 
like Germany, Italy and France, 
whose economies are contracting, 
such a development would hit es- 
pecially hard. Germany, which is 
heavily invested in the United 
States (think Daimler Chrysler and 
Bretelsman), will lose the auto- 
matic gain it counted on in the past 
when it converted profits made in 
dollars in the United States into 


euros. 

Albania's Road to Brussels 
Passes Through Washington 

Many smirked when Albania's 
government in Tirana committed 
about 70 combat troops to help the 
United States during the invasion 
of Iraq. But as the Polish experi- 
ence has shown, the payback for 
these micro-allies of the United 
States can be lucrative. Poland 
gained status as a major player in- 
side NATO and a recognized inter- 
national power broker. Tirana has 
its sights set on becoming a mem- 
ber of the European Union, and 
now Washington is putting its 
weight behind the bid. 

To underline the convergence 
of interests between the Balkan 
nation and the United States, in 
early May a joint Albanian-U.S. 
military exercise took place in the 
Albanian region of Bishti i Palles. 


Albania, whose lenghty commu- 
nist dictatorship finally fell in 
1991, is scheduled to join NATO 
in 2005, a step that Albanians see 
as fundamental to integrating their 
poor nation with the West. The EU 
is currently providing 50 percent 
of Tirana's foreign aid in a five- 
year program valued at $180 mil- 
lion. 

Since the fall of the dictator- 
ship, a strong pro-American feel- 
ing has risen among the nation's 3 
million inhabitants. Albanians are 
still grateful to the United States 
for having defeated the Nazi le- 
gions during World War II and are 
convinced that without U.S. help, 
Serbian forces could not have been 
rooted out of Kosovo during the 
war of 1999. Kosovo, a former 
Yugoslavian province with a ma- 
jority ethnic Albanian population, 
is now under U.N. administration. 


To quell the European Union's 
fears that Albania may be turning 
too pro-American, Tirana recently 
put forth a proposal for an accord 
to stabilize the Balkan region and 
to associate itself with the EU. The 
agreement is expected to be signed 
in early 2004 — with the blessing 
of Washington. 

EU Seeks to Pre-empt Po- 
tential Security Threats 

They made a lot of noise when 
it was the United States that put 
forth the notion of pre-emptive ac- 
tion against rogue and terrorist 
states. But now European countries 
are poised to adopt a similar policy 
to face challenges to their own na- 
tional security.

San Jose’s current budget problems. The first 
is the continuing economic downturn in Sili- 
con Valley... The second factor is the state 
budget crisis.” While these two factors cer- 
tainly have contributed to the budget crisis, 
they are not the only ones. 

The city government produced brochure 
fails to mention the exponential increase in 
government spending over the past few years 
and the mismanagement of public funds by 
the actual administration.

The “Inside San Jose” brochure attempts 
to defend the decision to build an extravagant 
new civic center during an economic down- 
turn by stating that, “The Civic Center bond 
funding, secured before the current budget 
crisis, cannot be spent on anything else. It can 
only be used to pay for the costs associated 
with building the new Civic Center.” The fact 
is, the bond funding for the civic center project 
was initiated in the summer of 2002. The lo- 
cal economy had already begun its decline. 
Clearly, city staff was in a position to deduce 
that the current high levels of government 
spending could not possibly be maintained. 

As for the position that the bond funding 
“cannot be spent on anything else.” the gov- 
ernment brochure fails to mention that these 
bonds will be repaid with public funds, money 
that could be used to support vital city ser- 
vices. 

“The new Civic Center will allow us to 
save more that $1.5 billion over the next 55 
years.” This $1.5 billion figure is based on an 
inflated assumption. When the city conducted 
a study to determine if building a new city 
hall would be cost-effective, they hired a con- 
sultant who used the inflated lease rate of $42 
per sq ft as the base figure for a 50 year pro-
